Revolutionists In Santo Domingo Will

Govern.
Nr.w Yoiik, Aug. 31. Adriano Gruel-Io- n,

the representative in this city of the
revolutionary party in San Domingo,
takes occasion to correct the name of the
leader of the revolution and candidate
for the nrosidnnnv. Tin snvo tlmt I. la
chief s name is General Jimones and not
Jimlnez or Jimenez, as it has been
printed In tho newspapers of tills city.
Mr. Gruellon said in an interview that
ho had received nodlspatches from Santo
vumingo since .Monday, but judging from
the latest iiross and private advices he
had no doubt tlmt tho revolutionary
party would bo in complete control of
the country within a few days.

A
misiter will bo sent to Washington as
tho new government is cst'ibliuhed witli
authority to open negotiations for a
tariff agreement.
